In the rock-walled 
canyons of the Southwest are crumbling, empty chambers and courts that 
were once the habitations of a race of cliff-dwellers, extinct when Richard, the 
Lion-Hearted, led a crusade to rescue the holy places of Palestine from the de- 
faming and defacing infidels. 
Carved in the rocks in the Colorado basin are the images of the rain gods, 
Why was once the territory that we now call the deserts and the waste places 
of the Far West the seat of these vanished civilizations? Why did they turn 
their backs on the fertile valleys and uplands, where our present civilization has 
taken its abode? Can it be that these dead civilizations possessed a secret of

The news dispensed by the eastern 
papers was reprinted by the Pacific Coast 
press that the Coast population might ac- 
quaint themselves with what was going on 
east of the Mississippi River. ; 

For many weeks, the white population of 
Los Angeles had been watching the slow 
advance of the telegraph wire. Pole lay- 
ing and wire-stringing had been going on 
for many weary weeks from San Francisco 
toward the Southern California pueblo. 
Mountains had to be scaled, rivers and 
streams forded. It was a tremendous un- 
dertaking in those days. But the Pacific 
& Atlantic Telegraph Company had men 
at the wheel who overcame all obstacles. 
Raimond, McCrellish and Street were men 


who allowed nothing to stand In their way_. 


of success. They even got right. out. with 
their kmen, and dug postholes and 
helped string the wires with their own 
hands. 

The local telegraph office. was to be es- 
tablished in the (then new) Temple Block, 
yet standing at the junction of Main and 
North Spring streets, The finishing 
touches, inking San Francisco with Los 
Angeles, were completed on the 8th of Oc- 
tober, 1860, amd on that date, prominent 
Angelenos assembled in the telegraph 
office to witness a demonstration of the 
new electric invention. 

The first telegraphic message ever sent 
from Los Angeles consisted of greetings 
from its Mayor, Henry Mellus, to 
the president of the board of su- 
pervisors of San Francisco, the 
complete message reading as fol- 
lows: 

“Los Angeles, Monday evening, 
October 8, 1860, 10 p. m. 

“H. F. Teschemacher, Esq.. 
Pres. Boafd. of Supervisors. 
San FranciscO. 

“Allow me, on, behalf of the cit- 
izens of Los Angeles, to send you 
greetings of fellowship and good 
feeling on the completion of the 
line of telegraph which now binds 
the two cities together. 

“HENRY MELLUS.” 
“Mayor of the City of Los Angeles.” 

The response was shortly received as 
follows: 
“San Francisco, Oct. 8, 1860. 
“Henry Mellus, Esq., 

Mayor of Los Angeles. 

“Your dispatch has just been received. 
On behalf of the citizens of San Francisco, 
I congratulate Los Angeles, trusting that 
the benefit may Be mutual. 

“H. F. TESCHEMACHER 
“Pres. Board of Supervisors.” 

This advent of the telegraph into Los 
Angeles was commented upon by the Los 
Angeles newspapers as follows:

THB COUNTRY SAFE! 


“On Monday night, October 8, 1860, the

That the then slow march of im- 
provement would be ‘quickened to new life 
by the electric wire! That old fogies and 
their customs must vanish! Few indeed 
there are who would Nave exposed them- 
selves to the ridicule of the many, by ad- 
vancing the idea that a line of telegraph 
would soon connect San Francisco and 
Las Angeles! A man would have been 
deemed insane to have predicted that in 
a comparatively short space of time. a 
line of telegraph would be constructed 
across the country uniting the Pacific and 
the Atlantic! Yet now we have confirma- 
tion strong that the continent is to be belt- 
ed with an iron wire, and that, too, im a 
short time! 

“Pacific & Atlantic Company intend 
pushing the line on to Fort Yuma the 
coming winter, an® perhaps further’

RY once in a while we find 
some new one bitten by the Holly-

General Chiang wants to come to Holly- 
wood.

He wants to swap yarns with 
Cecil de Mille—byt more than all else, he 
wants to meet Aileen Pringle because ong

@ Story out of the Saturday Evening Post 
which was written about Alleen by Jo 
seph Hergesheimer.

read it. 
Youthful 


Chiang Kai-Shek is a personable young 
man of thirty-nine. He livés in a big red 
house to Nanking that is furnished with 
all the splendor of which the Orient Is 
capable—furnished, that is, save one room 
~his own. That room contains two easy 
chairs. a small table, a divan, three pic- 
tures aad no carpet. 

He photographs well, does Gen. Chiang 
with his nice, new uniform, his shiny belt 


and boots and his pretty red and blue. 


necktie—the Nationalist colors. He has a 
winning etfle. He stands erect and 
smiles as he greets you and he has one of 
the firmest handclasps in all China. 

In the same house with him is his Nuam- 
ber One wife and a few others, In the 
stable outside is his great black borse for 
which he is reputed to have paid a fabu- 
lous sum In this land of miniature ponies. 


Old Friends 


We were already well acquainted when 
we met this time In Nanking. Years ago 
we knew each other in the days when Sun 
Yat Sen was first starting. We met last 
fall in Hankow, and then again after the 
fall of Shanghai, where in a former mag- 
istrate’s yamen we sat one whole after- 
noon and drank innumerable cups of tea 
while a puzzled interpreter tried to trans- 
late American slang into his combina- 
tion of Ningpo-Mandarin dialects and vice 
versa. 

In previous interviews we had been all 
over the troubles of Nationalism and of 
the questions of future campaigns, and ex- 
traterritorialty and socalled unequal 
treaties and missionaries and militarism 
and imperialism and all the other things 
the politicians like to expound upon and 
which po one really understands. 

We had exhausted the foreign powers, 
and newspapers and newspaper work, 
armies and their organization and conduct, 
the tendency toward dialogue instead of 
dynamite in Sino-foreign relations and 
virtually every other subject. 


Interviewed 


And so as | found him on the afternoon 
of this interview, fresh from having turned 
over the political helm of bis government 
to his new Foreign Minister, Dr. C. C. 
Wu, following the split between the con- 
gervative section of his party and the Han- 
kow group as epitomized by Eugene Chen 
and Mike Borodin, the soviet agent provo- 
cateur, he had perhaps the first spare aft- 
ernoon for many months. 

So we sat again in his little bare room 


and drank tea—and talked. 


In the mail from Shanghai that morn- 
ing I had just received the Los Angeles 
Times Annual Preview, with all its beaw- 
tiful portrayals of filmland and filmiand 
life. I had it under my arm and lald it 
casually on the table in order to better 
wield teacup and pencil and copy paper. 


He picked it up and then began to smile. 


And in a moment he loosed a veritable

Law Today! 


ARLES F. DODGE; wanted for per- 

jury in New York, was trailed by 

a clever detective to Texas. The 

Governor of New York promptly 
made formal request for the return of 
the prisoner; and the Governor of Texas, 
after due hearing, issued the desired ax- 
tradition warrant. This was in January, 
1904; but it was not until December— 
nearly a year later—that Dodge could act- 
ually be brought back to New York. In 
the meantime there had been four writs 
of habeas corpus, three more extradi- 
tion warrants, one injunction, one appeal, 
one ¢ontempt proceeding. and a conflict 
of jurisdiction between Federal and 
State officers. Even then it was neces- 
sary for the masterful detective to take 
the bull by the horns and put the fugi- 
tive into the hands of justice by an ex- 
tra-legal coup. 


“The Dodge incident, although an ex- 
treme example in a restricted field, is 
nevertheless indicative of the possibili- 
ties of delay, waste, friction and uncer- 
tainty which are almost everywhere in- 
volved in the present functioning of 
American legal institutions,” says a 


ticular aspects. 


pamphiet entitled “For the Safey of the 
Citizen and the Protection of Business,” 
which has just been issued in connection 
with the effort of the Harvard Law 
School to raise a fund of $5,000,000 for 
legal research. 


Referring to failures of justice in the 
field of criminal law, the pamphlet 
quotes @& statement made some years ago 
by William H. Taft: “The trial here is 
a game of chance in which the advantage 
is with the criminal, and if he wins, he 
seems ta have the sympathy of a sport- 
ing public.” Answering the question 
“What's wrong with the administration 
of criminal law in this country?” the 
pamphiet says “The candid answer is 
that, for the most part, nobody is real- 
ly in a position to know. There has been 
some study of isolated problems: and 
there has been some improvement in par- 
But there has been no 
scientific survey of the field of criminal 
law as a whole. There has been no 
thorough systematic searching out of 
underlying facts—no comprehensive ef- 
fort to find oat what parts of the ma- 
chinery of criminal justice are working 


well, and what not, and why. Until this 
is done little can be expected except 
more tinkering, largely based on guess- 


work.” 
Overdone 


“The American passion for legislation” 
—the tendency to regard new statutes 
as patent medicine curealls for most of 
the ills of soclety—is discussed in the 
pamphlet under the heading, “Damming 
the Deluge of Laws.” Here again, the 
pamphiet says, the trouble is not that 
there has been no occasion for doing some- 
thing, but rather that there has been no 
adequat® means of knowing just what to 
do. Sound remedies will be found only 
after intensive, scientific study of the 
whole subject of law making and law en- 
forcement has shown when to résort to 
legislation and when not, and how to deal 
with those occasions which actually do 
call for the enactment of statutes. 

Commenting on what is described as an 
“antiquated, cumbersome, over-technica! 
system of court procedure.” the pam. 
phiet says that in one American case six 


years, three legal proceedings and five de- 
terminations by the Supreme Court of a 
State were required to determine a contro- 
versy in which the actual facts involved 
were not even in question. Incidents like 
this indicate clearly that there is much 
cver-emphasis of “the mere etiquette of 
justice,” the pamphlet says, and the result 
is that the courts are forced to hear a cuse 
three and five times on a mass of intricate 
points of procedure, when they ought to 
hear it but once on the merits. 


Important 


Explaining what is meant by legal re- 
search, the pamphlet says: 


“Few need to be reminded how many 


terrible scourges—-hydrophobia, typhoid, 
diphtheria, yellow fever, diabetes—have 
been brought under control through the 
patient searchings of men like Pasteur, 
Reed and Banting. And similarly, in the 
technical fleld, most people understand 
how Michael Faraday developed, through 


research, the principle of electro-magnetic 
induction, which has made possible every 
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forin of electric power, bringing untold 
benefits to mankind. Of this Secretary 
Hoover has said: ‘Our banking comamiu- 
nity does not do the public service in a 
year that Faraday’s discoveries do us 
daily.” 

“Few diseases threaten civilization more 
persistently than the manifold forms of 
antisocial action which we call crimes. 
Few obstacles impede business and indus- 
try more seriously than the waste, friction 
and uncertainty involved in the present 
functioning of our legal institutions. And 
yet—-strangely enough—only the most spo- 
radic and incidental efforts have as yet 
been made to apply in the field of law the 
proved methods of Pasteur and Reed and 
Banting and Faraday. Up to this time 
attempts at remedy have been for the most 
part of the catch-as-catchcan variety—«e 
feverish piling up of 12,000 or more new 


statutes each year, and the creation of in- 
numerable administrative boards and 
com missions.” 


The Cures 


In law as in medicine, the pamphlet says, 
permanent cures can be expected only up- 
on the basis of thorough diagnosis. The 

\need, therefore, is for the establishment of 
great law laboratories—for institutions 
manned and equipped to search out the un- 
derlying causes of existing legal difficul- 
ties, and to develop methods of betterment 
which will be founded upon sound prine?- 
ples. | 

This great task of legal research can be 

best undertaken by the national law 
echools of the country, according to the 
pamphlet, not only because those institv- 
tions have great libraries and trained per- 
sonnel, but also because such instituticns 
can carry on the work under the necessary 
conditions of permanence, independence 
and impartiality. The Harvard Law 
School's effort to raise an endowment fund 
of $5,000,000 is largely for the purpose of 
inaugurating a comprehensive program of 
eclentific investigation jn five fields which 
are considered most prolific sources of le- 
gal difficulties—criminal law. legislation, 
judicial organization and administration,. 
legal history, and comparative law. Con- 
tributions to the fund are expected to total 
$3,500,000 by June 23, which is Commence- 
ment Day at Harvard. The effort is deing 
sponsored by such leaders of the bar as 
Elihu Root, Charles Evans Hughes and 
George W. Wickersham.

But as far as that goes, every venture that man sets 
forth upon is a gamble. 

Brother Youle in his book gives us some vivid 
glimpses into the business of digging olf away back 
in Pennsylvania along about the year 1863. And he 
makes a brief reference to John W. Steel, who was pop- 
ularly known as “Coal Oil Johanie.” 

When we roamed old Penn's Woods as a boy, tales 
were still being told of Johnnie Steel. 

His grandmother ieft him a rattlesnake farm when 
she died. And Johnnie was trying to grub a living out 
of it when oll was struck inside of his hitherto shabby 
inheritance. Whereupon Johnnie became rich over 
night. Money poured into his pockets in a golden 
stream. 

So, what did Johnnie do but start out on perhaps the 
wildest career ever known. His idea was to try to 
spend the money as fast as he got it. It was a big job, 
but it seems that Johnnie made good at it. 

First thing he did was to employ a secretary at a 
salary of $50,000 a year, the duties of said secretary 
being merely to devise continuous and hovel ways, each 
day, by which the money of his employer could be 
spent. And the secretary was a wonder. He was one 
of the most ingenious, inventive and resourceful young 
fellows ever given free rein. 

The things that Johnnie Steel did are still strong in 
the legends and traditions of his native State. 

One time be bought out a saloon so that he could dis- 
charge the bartender because the bartender had insult- 
ed him. On another occasion when he was told at a 
hotel he would have to pay for his lodging in advance 
unless he had baggage with him, he bought all the 
trunks and satchels in the town and had them deliv- 
ered at the hotel. The sidewalks for two blocks adjac 
ent to the hotel were piled up with them. When he 
hired a team and carriage for a drive he usually made 
a present of the outfit to the driver at the end of the 
trip. He literally threw money away, never drew a so 
ber breath for a full year, wound up broke and went to 
work for a railroad as a switch tender. 


He was in strong contrast to misers who lived in his 
time and hoarded their gold. And they are all dead 
now—Jobhnnie and the misers, too. They sleep alike tn 
marrow graves and none of them had pockets in their 
shrouds. The only thing that can be said in common 
of them all is that they enjoyed themselves, each mav 
in his own way.

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T IS doubtful whether gin was ever really 

respectable. It has certainly fallen to 
depths of reprehensible impropriety these 
days. More than half the misbehavior that 
stalks through the newspapers seems to be 
attributed to gin parties nowadays. 

Yet gin seems to hold a respectable place 
in the encyclopedias. In Webster's, for in- 
stance, it is merely alluded to as “an aromat- 
ic alcoholic beverage, compounded with 
juniper berries.” The encyclopedia is a 
bit more explanatory, but adds “The gin pro- 
duced by distilling possesses a much more 
delicate flavor than that produced by mix- 
ing or compounding.” And we learn “it 
was first made in Holland.” 

So there must have been a chance for it 
to move in good society at one time.

Predisposing Causes 

Inadequate exercise is but one of the pre- 
disposing causes of this muscular sluggish- 
ness of the stomach. 


Unsanitary conditions, over-feeding, and 
above all, wrong feeding are usually predts- 
posing factors. : 

Sometimes it is the tall end of a general 
systemic disease such as anemia, tuberculo- 
sis, or Brights Disease. Sometimes it is as- 
socjated with other diseases of the stomach 
such as stomech cancer, wloor, catarrh, or 
malposition. 

As a rule it comes with the other inflam- 
mations of the digestive s¥stem or of any 
portion of the intestinal tract. — 


Symptoms 

The symptoms wil! vary somewhat. 

As a rule the main symptom is the sense 
of fullness and discomfort after a meal, due, 
of course, to the inability of the weak stom- 
ach muscles to churn the food placed in it. 

It is really nothing more than muscular 
sluggishness. 

Fluids will cause as much discomfort as 
solids. 

As a general rule, there are a few other 
symptoms such or vomiting pain, or other 
distress. 

The symptoms subside when the stomach 
is emptied, although this takes a long time. 
X-Ray Diagnosis 

An exact diagnosis is determined by the 
length of time it takes for the stomach to 
empty. This can be determined, of course, 
by’ the X-ray. 

The solution to gastric atonicity Is self-ev!- 
dent. 

Those foods which-tend to induce inflam- 
mation should be stricken from the dietary. 
im this class, of course, we find all the white 
sugar products, the refined flour foods, 
meats, condiments and «pices, stimulating 
drinks and soft-drink beverages. 


Miss a Meal 


Under such conditions it is also advisable 
to give the stomach as little work as pos- 
sible. This means.that the meals should be 
small, even though ther must be more fre- 
quent, 

A periodic digestive rest is also indicated 
which means the periodic missiag of a meal 
or two. 

Then, of course, there is a long program 
of “stick-to-tt-iveness” in the form of exer- 
cise. 

Osteopathy and Chiropractic 

Osteopathic or chiropractic manipulation 
of the stomach and spinal nerves leading to 
the stomach has been found ¥ be of Mmestt- 
mable value.

Habits 


In short, this ailment mast be considered 
in the same sense as a weak and sluggish 
muscle of any other part of the body. 


We must first “undo” the habits which 
have been responsible for it and then re- 
train the muscies to proper repression. 

Stomach Dilatation 

The next very popular condition to which 
every X-ray technician will attest is chronic 
dilatation of the stomach, technically known 
as “gastrectasis.” This means an abnormal 
eapacity of the stomach, usually associated 
with a decreased expulsive power. 

Our world champion eaters who periodical- 
ty occupy news space depicting the consump- 
tion of huge quantities of food, invariably 
are sufferers from gastrectasis or chronic 
dilatation. 

Many of our other near<hampion eatérs 
are so because of the unusual size of their 
stomachs. 

The stontach, like any other organ of the 
body, can be trained to adapt itself to the 
conditions In which it finds iself. 

When we are aceustomed to consume 
huge, undue quantities of food. there is noth- 
ing for the stomach to do but to increase in 
site in order to take care of that which our 
giuttony has forced upon it. 

Mechanical Causes 

Sometimes, however, stomach dilatation 
may be due to the meocksnical effects of dis- 
ease. 

When there is an obstruction to the exit of 
the stomach in that portion which leads Inte 
the intestines, the retained contents the 
stomach will tend to enlarge it.” > 


Symptoms 

The symptoms, of course, will depend on 
the cause and the degree of the dilatation. 

Stlicht . dilatation coming from habitual 
over-eating will generally give few or to 
symptoms. Whatever distress there may be 
will usually come from gas formation. 

In the more advanced cases, however. 
decided group of symptoms are present. 

There is generally headache and dizziness, 
mental depression and chronic eoustipation. ©” 
Much eructation of gases and beiching oc- 
cur, sometimes with vomiting of soured 
fluids and invariably with the uncomfortable 
sense of fullness after meals. 

The malnutrition which results will J{ten 
cause emaciation, due, of course, te the in- 
ability of the rest of the body to secure the 
right sort of nutrition from a stomach in 
such a condition. 

The diagnosis can be readily established, 
means of the X-ray.

What's To Be Done? 


Bear in mind that the condition is caused 
by habits of diet and hygigne. The cure 
must lie, essentially, in this direction. 

Surgery is palliative, invariably destrac- 
tive, immediately or ultimately. It offers no 
solution. 

Medicines can do naught to restore that 
, which many years of dietetic abuse have ac- 
* complished. 

Here again, as in the ailment I just men- 
tioned, atonicity of the stomach, the meals 
should be small and, if necessary, more fre- 
quent. 

Rest and relaxation after each meal are 
also of considerable importance. 

Liquids should best be taken only between 
meals, and then, no more than is essential 
to quench thirst. 

The importance of modifying the habits 
of eating cannot be over-emphasized. 

This ailment is caused largely by insufli- 
cleat mastication, by habits of gulping aad 
by the Americana favorite three-minute meal.

The hot bath is a national institution. 

Both the bathtub and hot water are com- 
binations doing more harm than good. 

The first is a relic of the times when wa- 
ter was expensive and had to be conserved.

AM quite aware that the history is pre- 

posterous; let no reader thereafter ac 
cuse me of a deliberate attempt at mystifich- 
tion. I know that it is quaintly, even terri 
bly inhuman like the grotesquerie of an ortl- 
ental fairy tale. Perhaps that is why I must 
write it down, to prove to myself its reality, 
as a child would like to touch the moon:

Pack the Kind of “Grass” That’s 
Tender From End to End 


By F. H. ERNST, Agricultural Extension Service 


VERY commodity produced for human 
consumption sooner or later finds it- 
self up against serious competition. 

The economic law of supply and demand in- 
evitably regulates the supplies of commod- 
ities and inthe course of time the average 
returns usually approximate the average 
of production. 

gee producers of every agricultural com- 
thodity are confronted with four basic fac- 
tors which determine their success. These 
are yield per acre, cost of production per 
unit of product, quality of product and mar- 
keting or distribution. Every grower has 
some control over the first three and the 
-efficiency which he operates determines to 
a large extent his ability as a producer. The 
fourth factor is one which is being cared 
for more and more by co-operative market- 
ing associations. 


Asparagus growers in Los Angeles county 
are fully aware of these factors to success, 
since they have serious competition from 
other California districts. The delta sec- 
tion with its 50,000 to 60,000 acres makes 
some shipments to Los Angeles and these 
generally have a depressing effect. Due to 
the inferior quality of much of the delta 
product received on the market, the price 
is generally 2 to 3.cents below the price of 
local asparagus. The Imperial Valley has 
approximately 2500 acres of asparagus, all 
of which is shipped fresh and “green.” The 
1925 asparagus crop summary by the Bu- 
reau gf Agricultural Economics shows that 
the Imperial Valley crop is on the local 
market mainiy during February and March. 
Its price likewise ig usually considerably 
lower than thé price of local asparagus. 


Local growers have enjoyed fairly favor- 
able prices because they are able to place 
asparagus on the market which is really 
fresh. Asparagus, unless specially handled 
without delay, deteriorates rapidly, the 
“grass” becoming woody and tough. 


mated to be per of mormal, indicat- Since 1925, most of the Los Angeles coun- 


ty acreage has been included in a market- 
ing organization. At present it consists of 
ten Chimamen and three: Americans, with 
Joe Woo as president. S. O. Houghton of 
Van Nuys is the association's largest grow- 
er, having 130 acres devoted to the crop. It 
is largely through his persistent efforts that 
the association has laid so much stress on 
grading and quality. 


During the season of 1926, grades of as- 
paragus were formulated and an effort was 
made to standardize the output. The in- 
dividual growers did their own packing and 
consequently there were as many kinds of 
grades as there were growers. This resuit- 
ed in an agreement among most of the asso- 
clation members to pack everything in a 
central packing plant, which this season was 
located on the Houghton Ranch near Van 
Nuys. 

The asparagus was cut in the field, hauled 
to the packing-house where it was graded 
and packed, and thera placed in a cool stor- 
age room until early the following morn- 
ing, when it was hauled to the association's 
cold storage place at the Ninth street mar 
ket in Los Angeles. The local “grass” was as 
fresh when sold to the retail trade as when 
it was cut. Freshness is a factor in the 
edibility of the local product and this has 
been fully appreciated by the local asso- 
ciation. Johnny Sing of El Monte, secre- 
tary and general sales manager of the asso- 
ciation, found a ready sale for all of the lo- 
cal “grass.” He has been enthusiastic for 
the new grades and found them of help in 
the disposal of the asparagus this year. 

The local association has done consider- 
able pioneering in the development of labor- 
saving machinery to facilitate packing op 
erations. Ordinarily packing is all done by 
hand. The various association growers sent 
their asparagus to the packing-house two 
and three times a day this year. Each mem- 
ber had a lot number, and all crates were

The Beaumont, Banning and Yucaipa cher- 

ry crqp was the best in years, and growers 
A unique sales method is utilized in this sec- 
tion; automobile parties are given ladders 
and buckets, and are turned loose in the or- 
chards to “pick their own.” Only the larg- 
er growers hire crews of pickers big enough 
to fill orders that come in. Hundreds of 
Los Angeles people visit the district during 
the season to get their year’s supply of fruit 
for canning. The Cherry Festival, an annu- 
al celebration, was delayed this year but 
brought an unexpected number of visitors 
to the section. 

In Northern California, the cherry crop 
was very light, with the condition on June 
1 but 47 per cent of normal. Interstate ship- 
ments have been lighter than usual. 


Plums have been scarce in all districts, 
but the quality is good. Interstate ship- 
ment is slow in getting started. The con- 
dition of the crop on June 1 was placed at 
67 per cent of normal which is away below 
the ten-year average on that date. 

As has been the case with most crops 
this year, the grape harvest will be later 
than usual. In Sottthern California districts, 
especially in San Bernardino county, the 
principal southern growing section, the crop 
is placed at just a little less than 100 per 
cent of normal, and the prospects are for 
good quality. No authentic reports have 
come in from the early desert sections at 
this writing. but first estimates indicated a 


good crop. 
With the exception of certain areas in the 
San Joaquin Valley which were touched by 
the early frosts, the table grape prospects 
are good throughout the State. The condf- 
tion on June 1, as placed by the Co-opera- 
tive Crop Reporting Service, was 88 per cent 
of normal, which promises a larger tonnage 
than that produced in 1926. The bearing 
acreage thie year is placed at about 145,586 
acres, as against 143,029 last year. 

The April frost also slightly damaged the 
wine grape plantings. But the most popular 
varieties promise good yield. The vines 
rapidly recovered from frost tnjury and are 
in good shape. The bearing acreage of wine 
grapes is estimated to be 166,864 acres, as 
compared with 156,727 acres last season. 

Early in the month, the California Grape 
Growers’ Association which now has about 
1100 members, controling about 60,000 tons, 
set the opening prices for 1927. The ton 
prices on United States Grade No, 1..as de- 
fined by the California Department of Ag 
riculture, for some of the most important 
sorts, are as follows: Alicante and Petit 
Bouche, $62.50; Carignane, Petit Sirah and 
Mataro, $57.50: Mission and similar sorts. 
$47.50: Zinfandel, $52.50: Rose of Peru and 
similar varieties, $40: Chassalas, Palomino, 
Riesling and similar white grapes, $32.50: 
Burger, $22.50: mixed black grapes, $45, 
and mixed white grapes, $27.50. A differen- 
tial of $10 per ton is made on United States 
Grade No. 2. 

These ton prices are the “naked selling 
prices” and do not include tugs, loading, 
stripping and bracing. or even inspection, 
the price set was at 18 cents per open lug. 
and $5 per car for inspection.

The development of the “Green 
Bottom” brahd was somewhat different 
from the practice up north where the aspar- 
agus was cut with only siz inches of green, 
with the butt end white and nonedible. The 
Los Angeles growers believed that quality | 
and flavor can only be obtained by allowing 
the stalks to become green, so the stalks 
were cut at the right time and before the 
bud or tip flowered.

It 
has also been demonstrated that green as- 
paragus should be placed under refrigera. 
tion as soon as possible and that it should 
reach the consumer in the shortest possible 
time. The local association has made ev- 
ery effort this year to expedite the packing 
operations in order to have its product 
fresh and edible. 


Mr. Houghton says that there are sev- 
eral factors in the field which determine 
the quality of asparagus sent to the pack- 
ing-house. The Mary Washington variety 
has proven particularly suitable and con. 
siderably superior to other varieties. Where 
selected crowns were planted. it produces 
excellent stalks, a large proportion of 
which are eligible for the “Green Bottom” 
brand. Careful management fo the cutting 
crew t& the field ts aleo necessary. At the 
Houghton Ranch the crew covered the field 
two to three times daily so as to enable 
them to harvest the “grass” at just the 
right time. Other important factors includ. 
ed adequate soil fertilization, and irrigation 
and proper soil type. The importance of 
these factors is demonstrated by the fact 
that some of the members produce a much 
smaller percentage of “Green Bottom” as- 
paragus than ers. One of the growers 
this se fty-four field boxes to the 
packing shed and had twenty-five returned 
as culls.

All along the Coast are spread the mar. 
kets for Imperial Valley melons and into the 
West, the Northwest and Canada. Denver, 
Paso, Butte, Vancouver, Winnipeg these 
are familiar names on the Imperial water- 
Ymelon map. Fortunately watermelons have 
a lasting quality which makes it possible to 
pick them ripe at the shipping point ev 
when they are going far. Competition for 
the early market usually begins in Texas 
and even Georgia may ship to the eastern 
fringe of Imperial’s melon territory. 

The best shipping melons are the An- 
gelinas; of these, the white seeded ripen 
first and usually yield a heavier tonnage. 


Back of any possible profit, any capturing 
of the early market, lie months of labor and 
a heavy output of money... 

The preferred watermelon soll is a deep, 
sandy loam. It must have been in alfalfa 
previous to the first year for watermelons; 
the rotation is usually three years of al- 
falfa and then three of watermelons. In 
July ploughing begins, and the land lies 
fallow for aeration until November, when 
it is ftrrigated thoroughly. As soon as the 
ground has dried, it is disced and floated, 
and the beds are made with rows nine feet 
apart. Every thirteenth row is left for a 
roadway, not because growers are super- 
stitious, but because this number of rows 
can be handled best at picking time. 


PLANTING A NEW YEAR'S JOB 

As near the fifth of January as possible, 
planting is done. Six or eight seeds are 
sown to the hill. These are seven feet apart. 
Then they are covered by waxed papers to 
protect the seeds and let them sprout in 
safety. . 

After this business of capping, comes a 
heavy irrigation. In perhaps a week, the 
plants come up under their paper covers 
and the ground between the rows is hoed; 
this is usually done at least three times, and 
cultivating on the north side of the ridges, 
four or five times. 


As soon as the plants reach the tops of 
the papers, the covers must be lifted, the 
hills hoed, and the plants thinned to twe 
to a hill. The paper is then put back, but 
this time the east end of the small “wig- 
wam” is left opem to the sun. Only after 
all danger from frost is past are the tents 
removed, the papers burned and the wires 
collected for another year. Hoeing and cul- 
tivating are kept up until the growth of the 
plants prevent this work; two or three 
times, as the vines grow, they must be gone 
over and the runners removed from the fur- 
rows lest they become matted and hinder 
irrigation. 

By February 20 the vines usually have 
runners 4 to 8 Inches long, and bloomihg be 
gins. This first bloom falls off, but as the 
runners lengthen, blooming continues along 
the vines. If the grower irrigates when the 
first “set” is forming, these Will fal) off. His 
eue therefore, is to irrigate thoroughly at 
the appearance of the first blossoms, the 
dropping of which is unimportant, so that 
when the frufting blossoms make their ap 
pearance, enough moisture has been given 
the soil to carry the vines through. After 
some four or five melons on each vine have 
attained about the size of a turkey’s egg, 
irrigation doesn't cause shedding, the in- 
ference being that growing melons absorb 
the excess moisture whith ruins setting 
melons.

‘the best In several years. The pear crop in 
most other sections of Southern California 
is rather light. 

Taking the State as a whole, the “drop” 
has quite heavy during recent weeks, 
me injury from blight aleo. Accord- 


cent of the California acreage, are very 
spotted and the later Bartletts are in light 
set. Based on the June 1 condition of 68 
per cent of normal, it is believed that the 
total tonmage of all varieties in the State 
will be around 193,000 tons, as against 207,- 
000 tons in 1926. 

At this writing, the growers have not as 
yet signed up the grower-packer plan of 
handling the 1927 crop of prunes, which pre- 
sents a favorable aspect at this time. The 
condition in the State as a whole is 74 per 
cent of normal. While the north has the 
principal acreage of this typical California 
fruit, Southern California also has several 
hundred acres, chiefly around Banning, tn 
Riverside county, where the crop condition 
was placed at 60 per cent of normal earlier 
in the month. Kern county districts report 
an 85 per cent of normal production. — 

San Luis Obispo sends word of an unusu- 
ally good crop of almonds, perhaps 70 per 
cent of normal, although the other impor- 
tant growing district in the south, Banning, 
was badly hit by frost, and reliable esti- 
mates give the district but 20 per cent of a 
normal crop. 

The State-wide crop is lighter than last 
year, being placed at 66 per cent of normal, 
as against 90 per cent in 1926. This should 
mean a crop of around 9000 or 10,000 tons, 
considering the fact that quite an increase 
in bearing acreage is possible in the San 
Luis Obispo district, where the crop condf- 
tion te high.
